January 1 1th, 2010 at 6:30 P.M. 



The MEETING was called to order by Chairman Stoesser at 6:30P.M. Present were Supervisor 
Montez, Supervisor Klarkowski, Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan, and Attorney Mills. Also in 
attendance were approximately 15 residents. 

OPEN MEETING LAW: Chairman Stoesser asked Clerk Buchanan about the agenda being in 
compliance. 

The MINUTES: Supervisor Klarkowski moved to approve the November 4 & 18th, 2009 
Planning Commission Minutes and approve the December 14th, 2009 Town Board Minutes. 
Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. The motion carried. Supervisor Montez made a motion 
for a roll call vote. Supervisor Klarkowski seconded the motion. The motion carried. 
Supervisor Klarkowski - yes 
Supervisor Montez - yes. 

Chairman Stoesser advised that the motion carried. Discussion followed on Chairman Stoesser 
voting. Attorney Mills stated when a roll call vote is requested all Board members need to vote or 
abstain. 

Chairman Stoesser stated that he is not commenting on open records requests at this time, as 
Supervisor Klarkowski put open records on the agenda. 

REVIEW & APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Supervisor Montez questioned the action part of the 

Fire District report being omitted from the agenda. Supervisor Montez moved to put action back 

on the agenda. Discussion followed. Dave Bitter stated that the Fire District agreement is not 

controversial. The copies of the agreement were given to the board members in November. 

Supervisor Montez moved to remove the Fire District Agreement from the agenda. Dave Bitter 

will not be able to attend a Town Board Meeting until April. 

Supervisor Klarkowski moved to have the Fire District Agreement on the April agenda, 

Discussion and Action to be the wording on the agenda. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. 

The motion carried. 

Supervisor Montez moved to approve the agenda items as presented. Supervisor Klarkowski 

seconded the motion. The motion carried. 

The TREASURERS Report: Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan presented the December Treasurers 
Report. Supervisor Klarkowski moved to approve the treasurer report as presented. Supervisor 
Montez seconded the motion. The motion carried. 
Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan presented the Booth Lake Memorial Park Budget. 

RECYCLING REPORT: None. 

LIBRARY REPORT: None. 
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POLICE REPORT: Chief Surges presented the December police report. 

Chairman Stoesser presented the Pier Variance allowing an oversized platform larger than Town 

Ordinance request by Timothy Feeney, W1773 Lake Road, PRP00001 . 

Chairman Stoesser stated that he is not voting. 

Chief Surges stated that all information on the pier has been presented in prior meetings. 

Supervisor Klarkowski stated that Mr. Feeney stated last month that this is a safety issue. The 

drawing that was presented will be part of the pier application. 

Supervisor Klarkowski moved to approve the Feeney Pier Variance, W1773 Lake Road, 

PRP00001 , as presented. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. Chairman Stoesser abstained. 

The motion carried. 

The DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS REPORT: None. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS: 

The FIRE DISTRICT: Dave Bitter reported that they have transferred the ambulance billing to 
another company and it is running smoothly. The Fire Department and Rescue Department have 
merged and things are going very smoothly under one chief. 

The POLICE CONSOLIDATION REPORT: Supervisor Montez stated that they have had three 

meetings with the Village and would like to know where this is going. The next meeting is 

scheduled to be January 25, 2010. Supervisor Klarkowski advised that boundary agreements need 

to be discussed and if the Village does not want to discuss boundary agreements then discontinue 

the meetings. 

Chairman Stoesser believes that it would be better to advise the Village that the Town requests to 

discuss boundary agreements. Discussion followed. 

Supervisor Klarkowski moved to request that the Village have boundary agreements on the 

agenda and discussed. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. Discussion followed. The motion 

carried. 

The PLANNING COMMISSION Report: None. 

PUBLIC COMMENTS: None. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS: Chairman Stoesser presented the Park Trail referendum language for 

the April Election. 

Attorney Mills presented the wording for the Park Trail referendum (an opinion poll). 

Dave Bitter, questioned the amount of money already spent. 

Bret Strong, questioned the land-owners winning the past settlement. 

Judy Skotarzak, asked if the DNR suggested making the trail & that is why they received the 

grant. 

Kurt Wilm, stated the Town did lose and two land-owners were paid a given amount. 
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Supervisor Klarkowski advised that it will be a walking trail only, no motorized vehicles. There 

are eleven affected parcels to create a Park Trail. The money has to be approved by the Town 

residents. 

Chairman Stoesser believes that there needs to be an informational mailing to the voters. 

Supervisor Montez believes there should be an open electors meeting, to discuss the issues. 
Discussion followed on an informational letter being sent on the referendum. 
Supervisor Montez moved to authorize Attorney Mills to draft the language for the referendum 
and the wording for the informational letter to the electors. Supervisor Klarkowski seconded the 
motion. Discussion followed. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

NEW BUSINESS: Supervisor Klarkowski discussed the open records requests and how it is 

taking a lot of time to complete the requests. The Town needs a policy on the open records 

requests. 

Bret Strong, stated that it is his right to request the records. The State Statute overrides any Town 

ordinance on open records. 

Chairman Stoesser stated that he has followed the open records procedures. Discussion followed. 

Clerk Buchanan attempted to comment on Open Records. Chairman Stoesser advised her not to 

comment and requested she be removed from the meeting. 

Supervisor Klarkowski moved to adjourn the meeting. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. 

Chairman Stoesser stated that the meeting is not adjourned, as the Supervisors were not 

recognized. The meeting was adjourned at 8:25P.M.
